THE WEAK SPOTS 

he students of the Faculty of Arts of this University are wont 
tain occasions to raise up. their voices iji' juatifiabi».. protest, 
e^.time sgo it was the lack of a smoking-rd'onii that caused just 
|in out(}urst of wrath. While every so often .j^je Arts student 
, apparently 'feels constrained to give vent to the very 'natural chagrin 
occ^isioned by the venerable antiquity 'of the quarters he is immured 
in, though, be it said, he is not the only one to suffer from this evil 
at ^dCili. But there is one factor in the scholisffd lifë'df tlie Arta 
. stùàèiit which should go far to compensate him for these trials and 
tribttlptions. In his upper years af any rate he may, by the exerr 
- cisfiof a little native ingenuity, avoid- the weak- spots' t)f the profei- 
' sorijite. We are inclined to wonder whether the average Arts man 
is riilly aware of the magnitude of this very real blessing. 

Of course there are not many such weak spots at McGill. There 
. Are not many professors, whose sole^ mission, oil. this earth is appar- 
éntly to read from a frayed and time-yellowed manuscript of lecture 
7. 'notes for periods of fifty minutes at a time. There are not many 
who't^elong to that genvs of. scholar which<.has been termed A "vocal 
tex|tioo|c," and there are inot many, the. vèry sound of whosè voices 
. suggests sweet slumber to the wearied undergraduate. But there 
are some. The Arts student may iivoid them if he will. Who would 
not be an Arts student? 

The would-be scientist, the lawyer of the future, or the medical 
,man in the making, is far less fortunately placed than his colleague 
. v Jn Arts in this respect. In the great majority of cases he must take 
: w^ is given him without demur. For him there is no loophole of 
A .çscapé. H$ is not allowed to avoid trie weak spots. Whilè the Arts 
student may with carefree eye peruse -the Calendar at the beginning 
l^l^jjhe session, and select his course of study with due regard to the 
.é^V'p.rdâhce of "dead wood," the less happy student frôm another faculty 
must be content to satisfy himself with what the gods see fit to bestow 
upon him, a most unsatisfactory mode of proceedure on occasion. And 
yet the Arts student complains. 

And this moves us to ask .ourselve? why there should be any weak 
■\ sppts;at all at McGill, few .and far between though they may be. No 
• Student is competent to pass judgment upon the scholarship of any 
. meipller of ;the professoriate, but it must be granted that he is at 
' leait able to' decide whether or not lie is deriving the veriest Shred of 
benefit from any one course of lectures, for he is the one who suffers 
: in the end. 

§Ho^ the student is helpless to better his position. Because of 
;^P^n9:eighth' rule he is forced to attend the greater bulk of his lec- 
•tuf éi however wearisome or devoid of all practical value they may be. 
It rests with the authorities then, ^ho have not seen fit to dispense 
with this regulation, to see to it that what "duds" there are to be re- 
placed by "live wires," if only as a matter of the most elementary 
justice. We have been careful to point out that there are but few 
belonging to the former category- at JVlcGill, but in a university 
.boasting of progress and efficiency thert should be none at all.; 
Even the Arts student is not always able to escape the weak spots,- 
while as for his unlucky .brethren, the most fiendish tortures of thé 
middle ages, are as nothing compared to the mental agony of being 
compelled to listen to any one series of utterly worthless lectures. 
It is barbarity to expect it of any human being. There should be 
no weak spots at McGill. " ' " ': '

hlnU, and advice, which may prove 
useful. If it does get one man a Job, 
I will feel flattered, and he will be 
lucky. 

Mind you, I am not going to go into 
details for getting a "position," one 
ol those nice "cushy" ones where It 
il all pay and ;io work. I don't know 
hoyr to gèt those, and if I did I would 
not' tell, so we'll have to conflnis our- 
Mlves to plain;'" unadorned, prosaic 
JOBS. •' 

We have set out to look for a Job 
add we at once begin to consider what 
kind of a job to get. There seems to 
be, roughly speaking, two kinds of 
work : — Indoor and Outdoor^ The 
(Uature of your work, whether unSer 
ia„roof or not depends largely. In fact 
entirely, upon yourself. U is, of 
course, preferable to get work of the 
si^e nature' as your college course, 
biit that is up to you. The two main 
considerations are pay and experi- 
ence. It is very seldom that bbth can 
, be obtained, but lucky Is he who gets 
them,. Generally speaking, experi- 
ence and perhaps less pay Is prefer- 
able' to a paying Job and no expéri- 
ence.
